CALIFORNIA. 


The Cota Case. 
S an F ran cisco , December 17th.—The case 
of Clod miro Cota, the Mexican revolution­ 
ist, came up this morning, pursuant to the 
order of the Court, in Department No. 3 of 
the Superior Court, and Judge Alien rendered 
a decision that the State Courts had no juris­ 
diction in the case, and accordingly discharged 
the writ of habeas corpus and remanded Cota 
into the custody of the Mexican Consul. 
Sheriff Desmond, h a v in g previously received 
the writ of the United States Court, immedi­ 
a tely took Ccta before Judges Hoffman and 
Sawyer. 
Mr. Peachy said: May it please the Court, 
the Sheriff has brought the prisoner Cota 
into Court and is now ready to make his re­ 
turn. L. H. Reynolds, attorney for the 
Sheriff, then read the return. Judge Sawyer 
received the return and said he understood 
that the Superior Court had decided that it 
had no jurisdiction in the matter. 
Mr. Peachy—I ask that the prisoner be 
remanded to the custody of the United 
States Marshal, so that there will he no at­ 
tempt made to get the prisoner on board the 
Mexican gunboat. 
Tfce Court—Let the order issue. The pris­ 
oner is hereby remanded into the custody of 
the United States Marshal. 
Mr. Peachy—Will the Court set a day for 
the hearing of the writ ? 
Judge Hoffman—It is impossible to do so 
at present. There is an intricate and long 
case before us, and it cannot be set aside for 
this matter. I will set the date some time 
early next week. 
The Itunanzu Suit. 
S an F rancisco, December 17th.—The trial 
in the case of John H. Burke against James 
C. Flood was resumed to-day in the Superior 
Court. James C. Flood was called as a wit­ 
ness iu rebuttal for plaintiff. He had re­ 
ceived 100 shares of stock from Dan Cook 
for five feet of the Kinney around. Seth 
Cook wanted 100 shares from Flood, and was 
w illing to pay back by getting fur Flood 100 
shares that would come to Dan Cook if Con. 
Virginia would accept Cook’s deed for five 
feet of the Kinney ground. This closed all 
the testimony in the ease. The Court room 
wasveiy much crowded. The arguments of 
counsel will commence on Monday next, two 
days for each side. 
Two Sr.tlicr» Ninifrrod. 
P etaluma, December 17th.—Wm. Mullen 
and brother, name unknown, w-ere shot and 
killed yesterday morning bv Albert and Al­ 
fred Quackenbush, at the Kellogg ranch, ten 
miles east of Santa Rosa. It seems there 
has been some trouble between the four 
brothers about laud in disputed possession, 
and it is supposed the shootiug resulted from 
this. The murderers are iu custody, and 
further development* aie awaited with great 
interest. 
ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 
S anta Kosa, December 17th.—About 10 
o’clock Thursday morning Albert and Fred 
Qnackenbush, said to be twin brothers, ap­ 
peared at the Sheriff’s office with their attor­ 
ney, Judge Thomas Rutledge, aud surren­ 
dered themselves to the custody of the 
Sheriff, stating that they had killed William 
and Charles Mullen in self-defense. About 
the same time Fritz Wendt came in from his 
mountain ranch, nine or ten miles east of 
Santa Rosa, and reported that William and 
Charles Mullen, who reside, in his ne ighbor­ 
hood, had been murdered, and that their 
dead bodies were lying near their residence 
in the mountains. Justice Laughlin was 
also notified, and he, in company with the 
Sheriff and District Attorney and several 
citizens, started at once to the scene of the 
homicide, where a Coroner’s jury was 
impaneled and the bodies of the un­ 
fortunate dead, in charge of the Coroner, 
were removed to town. The facts asserted in 
the neighborhood where the homicide oc­ 
curred are as follows : William and Charles 
Mullen and members of the Quackeubush 
family were contesting claimants to certain 
sections of land, 40 acres of which wa3 con­ 
firmed by the Register to the Mullens. The 
other party took an appeal to Washington, 
and the case is now pending there. A half­ 
breed Spaniard named M. Micarali, who was 
employed by the (juackenbushs, seem3 to 
have been the only witness to the killing. 
The dead bodies of the Mullens were found a 
short distance apart, near a new fence that 
was being built near the Mullens’ residence. 
Charles Mullen was shot with a Winchester 
rifle, the ball entering the right side four 
inches below the right nipple, passing hori­ 
zontally and to the left through the liver and 
stomach. William Mnllen was shot with a 
Colt’s large-sized six-shooter, the ball enter­ 
ing four and a half inches above the right 
nipple, passed a little upwards and to the 
left, fracturing the fourth rib and passing 
through the lung, culling a large artery aud 
burying itself in the spinal column. The 
physician who held the post mortem thinks 
that neither lived moie than fifteen minutes 
after being shot. 
Coroner’s Inquest— Held to Answer. 
Stockton. December 17th.—The Coroner 
held an inquest this afternoon over the body 
of Charles Hamilton, who took morphine last 
night and died before 8 o’clock this morning. 
The jury found that deceased was a native of 
Indiana, had been in the State five years, 
lived recently at Volcano, Amador county, 
aud administered the fatal poison with his 
own hands, 
J. B. Damrel, who fired a pistol at James 
Hunter in a saloon in this city on the 4th 
inst., had a preliminary examination before 
Justice Minta to-day on a charge of assault 
with a deadly weapon with intent to kill. He 
was held to answer a charge of assault with a 
deadly weapon with intent todo bodily harm, 
and his bail was fixed at 81,000. 
Cas at Sun Luis Obispo. 
San Luis Obispo, Decemi'er 17th.—J. K. 
Prior has been here several days, reorganized 
the San I.uis Gaa Company, laid down iron 
piprs throughout, put in new retorts, im­ 
ported a large quantity of coal, and estab­ 
lished tha company on a basis of future pros­ 
perity, which will result in a great conveni­ 
ence io the citizens of this city. 
Snlriile With M orphine—Fntnl F'trp. 
S to c k to n , December 17th.—Aman who gave 
the name of Hamilton, apparently about 20 
years ofjage, well dressed, took a bed at the Mo­ 
zart lodging-house last night, andimmediately 
thereafter took about forty grains of mor­ 
phine. Efforts were made to restore life, but 
they were unavailing. He died this morning 
at 8 o’clock. Deceased stated that he was 
recently from Amador county,but originally 
from Indiana. 
The cabin of a man named Thomas Castle, 
at Hawk’s Correrá, in this county, was 
burned earlv Wednesday morning. Castle 
was so badly burned that he died shortly 
afterwards. He had recently Rold a bend of 
sheep, ard was thought to have the proceeds 
in h s pcsee sion. Foul play is suggested. 
Two Jira Drowned.

Man M issing—Probably Frozen to Death. 
N evada, December 17th.—Simeon Cotn- 
mer, a ditch agent who has been in the em­ 
ploy of the South Yuba Canal Company for 
a number of years, started out on the morn­ 
ing of the 2d to go to his regular beat, from 
the Cascade ditch, situated a little above 
Quaker Hill, to the big tunnel—a distance of 
about twelve miles. A blinding snow-storm 
overtook him, and he has not been heard of 
sim:e. It is supposed that not having snow- 
shoes on his feet, he must have become ex­ 
hausted and laid dowu on the snow and 
frozen to death. It having stormed for sev­ 
eral days afterwards, the body must be buried 
underneath the white mantle, which is now 
six feet deep in that section. It will prob­ 
ably be spring before the remains Can be 
found, if lost as supposed. 
Dead Body Found. 
C hico, December 17.;h.—The dead boity 
of a man was found floating in the river yes­ 
terday, about eight miles from this place, 
but was so much decomposed that no identifi­ 
cation could be made.

AGRICULTURAL NOTES. 


PRACTICAL 
INFORMATION 
FOR 
THE 
FARMER AND THE ORCHARDIST.

R aisin and Wine Culture. 
The favorable turn of *hese industries in 
this State is having the effect to stimulate 
their culture very materially in all favorable 
localities. 
Inquiries for cuttings of the 
Muscatel, Gordo Blanco and Muscat of Alex­ 
andria for r-Lins, and the Zinfandel, Berger, 
Blue Elbe, Burgundy and West St. Peters 
are being made all over the State. The area 
put into wines, we think, this year will he 
greater than in any previous year since the 
industry was first inaugurated here. G. G. 
Briggs, who has already large vineyarda in 
Solano and Yolo counties, and whose sales of 
raisins this year, we are informed, bring him 
an income of $70,000, is preparing to extend 
his vineyards in both counties. His specialty 
is the raisin, and we believe he does nothing 
in the wine line. 
II. M. Larue, whose farm 
is nearly opposite Mr. Briggs’ Solano vine­ 
yard, being just across the Putah creek and 
in Yolo county, and who has heretofore kept 
strictly to grain 
and 
stock-raising, has 
alsj 
determined 
to 
vary 
his 
former 
business so much as to plant ICO acres in 
viaes. 
He will, however, plant of the 
wine varieties— not 
with the 
view 
of 
making wine 
himself, but of selling his 
grapes to wineries for that purpose. We also 
learn that the Jackson brothers, near Wood­ 
land, are going to put out an extensive vine­ 
yard, we believe, of the raisin kinds; also, 
that G. Cadexiasso, near Capay, in Yolo 
county, is also preparing to put in 100 acres. 
We only name these particular instances in 
this county as they appear to us now. We 
have noticed other instances of similar enter­ 
prises in many other counties, and in all of 
the counties where the soil and climate are 
favorable we have noticed that the wine inter­ 
est is looking up well. 
We last week called 
attention to the modes of planting. Some 
dig the holes for the cuttings and plant them 
as they would trees, but 
this is expen­ 
sive and an unnecessary amount of labor. 
We also stated that the cuttings are planted 
by some by the use of a crowbar to make the 
holes with, and then they use the bar also to 
press the soil compactly about the cutting 
when in the hole. There is, however, an im­ 
plement made on purpose for this use in 
planting cuttings. 
It can be made by any 
good blacksmith, and consists of a wedge- 
g’iaped blade, wi.h a foot-place so that the 
foot can be used in pressing it intft the soil; 
and also, being wedge-shaped, is just the 
thing to compact the 6oil about the cutting 
after it is in the hole. The tutting should 
go to the bottom of the hole, so that the end 
will set closely to the soil, and then the im­ 
plement named will compress it closely from 
this point all the way up to the surface. This 
we would call attention to as a very impor­ 
tant particular in planting. 


W aiting for the Weed Seed. 
One of the very strong objections to win­ 
ter plowing and seeding of wheat is that this 
system of cultivation does not check the 
growth and spread of weeds. 
Much of the 
wheat lands of the State, when this winter 
plowing and seeding has been followed for a 
number of years consecutively, has become 
very weedy—so weedy in fact that the weeds 
interfere very materially with the growth and 
yield of the crop, and at the same time re­ 
duces the quality of the grain, as it is difficult 
to separate all the weed seed from the grain. 
When the soil has become foul, summer fal­ 
lowing has to be resorted to to clean it again, 
and it is very difficult to clean it entirely by 
this process, for the reason that much of the 
seed becomes so deeply covered that it will 
not germinate, and thus remains uninjured 
in the ground for years, or till it is brought 
to the surface and exposed again to the air 
and light, when it grows as readily as if pur­ 
posely sown. 
The best way of keeping down 
the weeds under this mode of cultivation is 
to allow the land to remain after the first 
rains undisturbed till the weed seed lying on 
the surface has sprouted. Then if plowed 
and cultivated the tender plants will vtry 
generally be killed or so injured that the grain 
will get the start of 
them in the race 
for life and growth. 
Of course this plan 
necessitates a delay in the work that many 
do not like to submit to, but in the long run 
we are inclined to think the advantages 
gained in the cleanness of the crop and the 
soil are more than equal to the loss of time 
thereby. While waiting for the weeds to 
start thus, there is generally something for 
farmers to busy themselves about that needs 
to be done. 
The barn yard should be cleaned 
out every fall, and if it has not been done 
sooner in the season it should be done imme­ 
diately after the first rains, as by spreading 
the manure over the ground then, the weed 
seed contained in it will have a chance to 
sprout and be destroyed. 
This Beason has 
been a very favorable one for killing the 
weed seed by this process of sprouting. The 
rains have been followed by fairly warm 
weathtr, and so damp as to allow' and induce 
the germination of all seeds on or near the 
surface ; whereas if the rains had been fol­ 
lowed by dry, sunshiny weather, or by drying 
north winds, the surface seed w'ould have 
been prevented from germinating and delay 
in plowing would have resulted in no benefit. 
If the farmers have generally delayed plow­ 
ing till this time we shall look for pretty clean 
wheat fields and for wheat with a small quan­ 
tity of weed seed in next season. 


Valuable W alnuts and Chestnuts. 
We have received from Felix Gillet, the 
well-known nurseryman of Nevada City, a 
sample of his Prceparturieus walnnt and 
Marrón Cómbale chestnut. To begin withi 
we must say that the specimens are magnifi­ 
cent productions. The Procpartnrieus walnut 
is a larger nut than the average of the Eng­ 
lish walnnts imported. It is claimed that it 
is a much earlier and more prolific bearer 
than the common English walnut. I t net 
unfrequently bears when the tree is but three 
years old, while the tree of the English walnut 
seldom bears before the tree is six or seven 
years old. Another advantage of the Proe- 
parturieus over the English nut is that it 
blossoms so much later in the spring, thus 
being less likely to be injured by late frosts, 
which in seme localities in this State destroy 
the crop of the common English walnut. 
Its pistillate and seaminate blossoms are in 
full bloom at the same time, thus securing a 
crop every year. The irregularity of bloom 
of 
the 
English 
walnut 
is one of 
its 
greatest 
objections 
or 
drawbacks, 
as 
its uncertainty as a fearer arises from 
this 
irregularity. 
This 
walnut 
has 
a 
very 
sweet meat, and 
is 
very easily 
extracted from its socket, and the skin in - 
closing the meat, and which gives the meat, 
when eaten, the bitter taste of the walnut, 
in the Prceparturieus is very delicate and 
thin, and hence does not affect the meat very 
perceptibly. 
For this State this nut has 
many advantages, which will be appreciated 
more and more as they come into general 
use. 
Much was expected from tbe English 
walnut, hut little has been realized, and we 
see no reason why these unfruitful trees may 
not be made useful by grafting them with 
scions from the Prceparturieus. The speci­ 
mens of Marrón Cómbale chestnut are also 


among the finest and largest chestnuts we 
have ever seen. The form is very regular, 
presenting a beautiful appearance. We notice 
that Mr. Gillet is quite exclusively engaged 
in the cultivation of various kinds of nut 
bearing trees in nursery for the purpose of 
introducing this very pleasant and profitable 
culture in this State. 


A nother Good Season. 
The rains have come in good time and in a 
most 
favorable 
manner — so 
gradually 
that 
the water has had time to soak 
into 
the 
ground 
where 
it 
fell, 
and 
thus 
fill 
the 
soil 
equally. 
Enough 
has fallen also so that if we should not have 
any more till spring, the crops are assured. 
Our rains last Bpring were so late and to 
abundant that much more moisture than 
usual has been carried over in the soil, and 
the crops have this reserve to draw upon in 
c 136 of necessity. Then, too, another favorab e 
circumstance maybe noticed; the atmospheie 
between our rains has remained so damp 
that no moisture has been carried away by 
evaporation. We think the promise now ex­ 
cellent for another favorable season for all 
the farmers and the country generally. 


Legislation and Insects. 
The State Horticultural Society at its last 
meeting in San Francisco appointed a com­ 
mittee of intelligent and practical fruit­ 
growers, for the purpose of framing a bill to 
be presented to the Legislature, looking to 
preventing the spread of insects injurious to 
fruit, and for the purpose of exterminating 
them from sections where they have already 
formed a lodgment. 
We understand this 
committee will meet in this city, probably at 
the office of the Secretary of the State Board 
of Agriculture, at an early day after the 
holidays. We hope a practical bill will be 
framed by the committee, and that the Leg­ 
islature will enact it into a law, and that all 
good citizens will give its execution their 
hearty countenarce. The climate of this 
State is undoubtedly very favorable to the 
increase of insects, but if their destruction 
be undertaken with judgment and energy 
their spread may be very effectually checked 
and impeded, and the expense of the under­ 
taking will be light as compared to the in­ 
creased crop of fruit that will follow. 


Useful Items in Beekeeping 
All actions and movements should be easy, 
gentle and moderate. 
If bees come “ after von,’! stand still a 
moment with bead bowed. 
Never run, make other quick motions, or 
fight the bees. 
If stung, make a little mud with spittle, 
and hold on the .-pot for three minutes. 
Knock on the hive several times, five min­ 
utes before opening it. 
Go slow—take things moderate ; if the 
bees feel mischievous, wait a little, and move 
frames slowly ; if they don’t behave, blow a 
little smoke from rag or pipe, anu go on. 
Don’t vex, annoy, stir up, or excite tee3 
more than you can help. 
Take you.self and all traces of honey away 
from the apiary as soon as you are done your 
work. 
Never pound, thump, jar,or make unnec­ 
essary bustle about an apiary. 
If bees get cross, do you keep calm ; 
“ Whom the gods would destroy, they first 
make mad.” If you get angry, excited, and 
feel like fighting, ’tis as good thing as the 
bees w ant; they are a host in the fight. 
If your bees are weak, give them a frame 
of brood from a strong hive. 
If they are queenless, give them a frame 
of brood and eggs, with plenty of young 
bees. 
There is no putting off for the morrow that 
which should be done to-day. The extractor 
has got to run ; and an apiary of three or 
four hundred stands be gone through once in 
twelve or fourteen days, according to the 
time of year that brings us to the different 
qualities of honey. 
If a day is lost, it is lost forever, and a 
day’s work for one hundred stands of bees, in 
the best of the season, is from 500 to 700 
pounds, and the price of that would pay a 
hired man a month’s wages. Again, if the 
combs get full and have no room, the bees 
will swarm, and that takes time to put them 
back, so both you and the bees have lost time, 
which Í3 valuable if counted right. 
'Iwo men can extract from thirty to fifty 
hives in a day ; if the honey is in the right 
condition to extract, the day’s work will 
count from 2,000 up to 2,500 or 3,000 lbs. 
This has all got to be canned in the morning, 
for it is better to let it settle twelve or more 
hours. It will keep better, look clearer, and 
all the fine particles of wax or comb will rise 
and should be taken off every day or two.—

W a s h in g t o n , December 5, 1SS0. 
The week preceding the opening of each 
session is a scene of busy interest among 
Congressmen seeking for winter quarters. 
Some who are domiciled at the leading ho­ 
tels return to the same quarters each year ; 
a few of the more stable ones at private 
houses do the same thing, while quite a 
percentage of the richer members rent 
large residences and keep house at great 
expense. 
Congressman Horace Davis hit 
the golden mean in taking a cosy brick 
house, not large enough to te called a 
“ mansion,” but commodious and well 
situated, and

Government bonds. 
He may retire from 
it, possibly, to assume the financial port­ 
folio of the Government, however, as he is 
looke4 to as peculiarly 
well 
adapted 
to fill Secretary Sherman’s place. 
Mr. 
Morton is 
perhaps 
55 in 
years, ele­ 
gant and affable in manner, a man sprung 
from the people, yet with the polish of one 
born to the purple. 
His wife, the com­ 
panion of a second marriage, is young and 
beautiful—a full-faced, dimpled blonde, 
with four little girls in her nursery, the 
oldest under seven. 
She was Miss Street, 
of Poughkeepsie, N. Y ., a niece of Alfred 
B. Street, the poet, so long State Librarian 
at Albany. 
As Mr. Morton is also promi­ 
nently talked of for the New York Sen- 
atorship, to succeed Mr. Ivernan, he may 
emphatically be regarded as a “ coming 
man.” 
General Tyner, Assistant Post­ 
master-General, speaks pleasantly of hav­ 
ing met him abroad in 1 8 7 8 , and of finding 
him, in the circles of European courts, the 
same frank, approachable, unembarrassed 
gentleman as here, a representative Ameri­ 
can citizen of the best type.

THE PREMIERSHIP 
In the Cabinet, while it is still nominally' 
vested in the Secretary of State, it lies 
really in the Secretary of the Treasury, so 
vastly do our financial concerns now over­ 
shadow those of mere diplomacy. 
Even in 
our relations with foreign Powers these 
overtop all other considerations, and the 
great question to them is, W hat will be the 
policy of the American department of 
finance ? The concerns of the State De­ 
partment now are scarcely more than m at­ 
ters of etiquette, especially since the estab­ 
lishment of transatlantic telegraph com­ 
munication, through which differences are 
so much more quickly arranged and ad­ 
justed. 
Secretary Evarts has made some 
commendable efforts at enlarging our com­ 
merce ; but we can never compete vfith 
the larger foreign Powers in this while 
our vessels are almost literally taxed off 
the seas. 
The 
Department is trying 
to put a stop to this, by forbidding the 
captains of our merchant vessels to pay 
the extortionate demands for entering cer­ 
tain foreign ports, and, instead, to report 
the m atter to the Consul at such port, who 
pays in the name of the Government and 
reports the extortion directly to the De­ 
partment. 
Otherwise, we have had under 
this administration an unadventurous for­ 
eign policy—not brilliant, like th at of Sec­ 
retary Fish under President Grant, but a 
“ live and let liv e ” system which ha3 
seemed to run itself. 
The Northwest, 
especially Chicago, desires a substantial 
change. 
They want a more rigid under­ 
standing with Canada in matters of lake 
commerce. 
The two really great men in 
the present Cabinet, as time has proved 
them, are Secretaries 


SHERMAN AND SCHURZ. 
They are the two whose administration 
of their separate 
departments will be­ 
come 
historic. 
It 
is 
certain 
that 
Secretary 
Sherman 
prefers re-entering 
the 
Senate 
to 
remaining 
in 
Gen­ 
eral 
Garfield’s 
Cabinet, even suppos­ 
ing him to have the refusal of the latter. 
He has said, since becoming a Cabinet 
officer, “ The Senate ¡3 the happiest place 
to be.” It is now stated with confidence 
that he will have two-thirds of the Ohio 
Legislature in his favor. 
Still Governor 
Foster in where he has their ear, and he is 


not repnted ever scrupulous in his methods 
of convincing the wavering voter. 
W ith regard to Mr. Morton as a possible 
Secretary of State, it is urged th at though 
he is not versed in the legal aspects of in­ 
ternational affairs, some able legal assistant 
might be secured. 
General Garfield him­ 
self 
will 
probably 
desire 
to 
dictate 
the 
policy of 
the 
State Department 
circumstantially, and in that case he would 
harmonize with a man like Mr. M orton as 
Secretary better than with a more opinion­ 
ated one. 
The social side of the State 
Department has not been strong under this 
administration. 
The wife of Secretary 
Evarts and their bevy of daughters are 
well-disposed ladies, but greatly in con­ 
trast with Mrs. Fish and her two daugh­ 
ters, three superb women. 
Besides, be­ 
reavement in the death of a son in Califor­ 
nia, on his way home from China, has 
overshadowed the Evarts’ home a portion 
of the time. 
A t the bar Mr. Evarts is a 
power. 
W ith Charles O'Conor and Jere. 
S. 
Black he forms the trio of American 
lawyers that rank with the great men of 
the profession in England ; but away from 
the bar, in politics or governmental affairs, 
he seems a petit maitre. 
In New York, his 
own State, his political influence is almost 
a cipher. 
Roscoe Conkling was scathingly 
true at Buffalo when he called him “ little 
Evarts.” 
In the Geneva arbitration m at­ 
ter the laurels that he gained were purely 
legal ; 


THE DIPLOMATIC HERO 
Of th at affair was Bancroft Davis, the elder 
brother of Representative Horace Davis. 
His part in bringing it to a successful i;sue 
is one of the unw ritten pages of history ; 
but Chief Justice W aite gaiued his gown 
and seat from his participation in that 
Commission, and Mr. Evarts his chair of 
state,while Judge Davis takes life in otium 
cum ilignitate on the bench of the Bornno- 
lent Court of Ciaims. 
Physically Mr. 
Evarts is the least impressive man in the 
Cabinet—spare, even to attenuation, of 
barely medium hight, beardless in face, and 
with hut one strong feature, an immense 
aud sharp-pointed uose.

M ark Dunnell, of Minnesota, 
has some strong traits for the position, but 
is not very popular on his own committees,

James N. Tyner and George W. McCrary 
were the remaining four, could never keep 
first-class order when Mr. Blaine sum­ 
moned him to the chair.

Mr. W heeler or Mr. Tyner was the man 
selected; but Mr. Kasson has the light­ 
ning-like rapidity of thought and motion 
th at characterized Schuyler Colfax in the 
chair. 
He was defeated for the Forty- 
fourth Congress, and is now our Minister 
to Austria, but has been elected to a seat 
in the Forty-seventh, and there is a little 
boom for him as Speaker. 
But meanwhile 
new men have replaced nine-tenths of his 
old comrades, and Kasson will scarcely 
have a strong following. The Speakership, 
in power, responsibility and prestige, is 
second only to the Presidency. In the pre­

to himself, the favor might not he wasted, 
for confidence is a plant of quid; growth 
among the youthful, and Charlie might be 
made use of as a missionary for the further 
propagation of th at desirable feeling among 
his friends and acquaintances.

Meeting Frank Dawlish on the street, 
Charlie asked him, “ W hat kiud of people 
are Steams & Darkle ?” 
“ Kind of people !” he repeated. “ W hy, 
they' are on the inside of all the best things 
going, and are doing a rushing business. 
Charkup’8 business must be worth thou­ 
sands of dollars to them. 
Not so much in 
actual pay, perhaps, for I believe he is keen 
enough not to pay them a cent directly, 
but in favore and the prestige it brings 
them, not to speak of information in ad­ 
vance of every new deal.”

“ They probably spend their incomes.” 
“ U ndoubtedly; they spend most of 
them. 
A man can live only one life, and 
can’t carry away his money with him when 
he dies. 
But there is no danger on that 
score. 
The real danger with such men is 
that they' will dabble in stocks on their 
own account, and sooner or later they are 
hound to be caught, for in stocks it is dog 
eat dog, and y’our nearest friend will turn 
on you, if he thinks he is the stronger. 
The 
tem ptations to 
gamble is almost 
irresistible, when one sees big coups being 
made on every side, with little apparent 
risk of loss. 
So long as times are good 
and the m arket booming, as it is now, it is 
impossible to tell who is* or ia not un­ 
sound.” 
■ 
“ B ut how do these enormous incomes 
grow from the small commission broker’s 
charge ? ” 
“ Have you ever sat by a crowd of poker- 
players, and kept an account of the sums 
placed in the pool ? 
I have, and I can tell 
you that, although each individual player 
may not have a stake of more than from 
tw enty to fifty dollars, the aggregate of 
the sums placed on the table in a night’s 
play will amount up into the thousands. 
Suppose that every time the money was 
pushed backwards and forwards on the 
table the saloon-keeper was allowed to 
charge a small percentage on each pool, 
how long would it he before each man’s 
stake of fifty dollars, say, would be ab­ 
sorbed ? That is, perhaps, a simpler form 
of gambling, but the principie is the same. 
The small players, who cut in with their 
five or ten dollars, are swallowed up by the 
men with larger capital, who can afford to 
wait for the turn of luck, and who know 
the run of the cards, and the saloon­ 
keeper takes toll from all. 
The only dif­ 
ference here is th at the brokers are the 
saloon-keepers and the big brokers arc tbe 
professional sports.” 
He might have added th at he was one of 
tbe cappers of the game, to complete tbe 
analogy, but, however candid he might be 
about other people’s business, he was reti­ 
cent enough about his own. 
You will find 
no one more ready to preach against drunk­ 
enness than the confirmed drunkard—until 
you ask him to take a driuk. 
I t might be 
said th at he was spoiling his own game, 
but the tem ptation to show his superior 
insight was too strong, and then luckily- 
preaching for or against a cause seldom 
does much harm. 
“ Your comparisons are scarcely compli­ 
mentary to the stock-broking business,” 
said Charlie. 
“ Well, w hat will you have? 
A man 
must live, and they might do worse.” 
“ They could scarcely do much worse 
without finding themselves in the peniten­ 
tiary.” 
“ Oh, yes, they conld—a t least so far as 
the actual business of buying and selling 
stocks on commission is concerned. 
They 
are necessary evils, if you will, but so are 
lawyers, and so is your tailor. 
Men, aye, 
and women, too, will gamble, in spite of 
all the laws th at ever were framed. And the 
women ! They’re the worst in the deck. 
I ’ve seen them come down in crowds to the 
offices with their dimes. 
But what's the 
odds ? I t’s good to bleed them once in a 
while. 
They might get too rich. 
Live 
and let live, I say.” 
The gambling instinct was evidently im­ 
planted in the human breast for the benefit 
of such as Dawlish, and was so far com­ 
mendable. 
“ Is dealing in stocks necessarily gam­ 
bling ?” asked Charlie. 
“ Of course it is; but it ain’t any worse 
than the law allows. 
The law does not 
8top poker-playing or drinking any more 
than dealing in stocks.” 
“ The law is express against gambling.” 
“ Well, w hat’s the difference between a 
deal at faro and a deal in stocks ? 
1 say 
let them both go ahead. 
I t makes times 
good. 
Money is always easy when there 
is a deal.”

“ You go too far, when you mix up legiti­ 
mate business with gambling. 
It is always 
difficult in theory to draw a lin e; but I 
can see where to draw the line in the pres­ 
ent case. 
As a matter of fact, and in prac­ 
tice, the world has always drawn its lines 
clearly enough and without much diffi­ 
culty. 
We allow drinking, I confess, but 
we do not permit drunkenness, so far as in 
us lies. 
In the present case we draw the 
t line at gambling, and the only difficulty is 


to decide where legitimate business shades 
off into mixed gambling, for every occa- 
pation by which men earn their living has 
some element of risk about it.” 
“ You speak like the oracle of a debating 
society, but I am glad to find we are not so 
black as we are painted. ” 
Cnarlie then weut home fortified in his 
determination by ali those ingenious rea­ 
sons, in favor of stock-jobbing, which had 
occurred to him in the course of the argu­ 
ment, and feeling, now that he had de­ 
fended them, that stock-hrokers were an 
undeservedly abused class of innocents.

Charkup in ’52, up in Tuolumne, but I 
didn’t think much of him then ; he kept a 
grocery store and a whisky mill. 
I ’m glad 
you’ve made so many tiuefriends, and hope 
they’re all right. 
Them city folks is de- 
ceivin’. 
Sehooimarms and widows is not 
so skcerce as they might be, and if they 
don’t pan out all light don’t you forget 
there’s plenty more left. 
Don’t you go too 
heavy on ’em. 
Your mother says you 
always was a little soft.on sehooimarms, as 
I may say. 
They’re powerful euticin’, but 
widows is worse, 
.she sends her love, and 
so do I, Charlie, my boy. 
Your affection­

Mr. Gould would not allow any im perti­ 
nent alterations or corrections in his letter 
by his wife.

When I asked the concierge for Mr. 
Louis Blanc he directed me to a flight of 
stairs and told me to climb up to the very 
last story. 
I had mounted five flights, 
when I found myself at the extremity of 
the banisters and before the only door of 
that landing. 
On ringing, a middle-aged 
woman opened to me, and before she 
would allow me to pass my nose even 
across the threshold, usked if Mr. Louis 
Blanc had given me a rendezvous for that 
morning. 
On my answering in the affirm­ 
ative her severe features relaxed into an 
expression less untractable, aud she sol­ 
emnly led me through a rather large entry 
iuto a small hall, and then into a parlor. 
This room was fitted up with the greatest 
simplicity ; there were a sofa and chairs of 
red velvet; a carpette in the middle of the 
room, a small table over it with a hook of 
autographs and album s; on the mantle- 
piece a black clock aud chimney ornaments 
of the sam e; on the clock, as its head 
piece, a large bust in marble of his brother, 
Mr. Charles Blanc. 
On the wall were two 
engravings of paintings relating to patriotic 
events, besides framed testimonials of the 
working corporations of France, suspended 
to one of which was an immense wreath of 
laurel leaves with a bow of green ribbons, 
whose ends were ornamented with letters 
weaved iu gold expressive of admiration 
for the eminent orator and historian. True, 
the room led out on to a balcony overlook­ 
ing the garden of the Tuilleries, and pos­ 
sessing one of the fiuest views of Paris, but 
the ceiling was low and everything seemed 
small. 
I could not help thinking how dif­ 
ferently 
THAT GREAT TATRIOT 
And eminently honest man was recom­ 
pensed for his valuable services, from the 
manner in which more recent statesmen 
have grasped upon the fat of the land in 
payment of their attention to public affairs. 
Gambetta now occupies a palace furnished 
in all the luxury of the extravagant days 
of the empire, he has a cook formerly be­ 
longing to a grand seigneur and to whom 
he pays 12,000 francs a year, he rides in 
luxurious carriages and commands a regi­ 
ment of servants ; so it is with others, hut 
Louis Blanc is the pride of ail French­ 
men because they can unhesitatingly poiut 
to him aud say : There is an honest man ; 
he has gathered together scarcely enough 
money to keep him comfortable in his old 
age. 
Suddenly the door was opened and there 
stood a little man, so very small in his 
dressing-gown and slippers that although 
1 had ofteu seen him at the Chambers aud 
stood beside him as he talked to mutual 
friends, I wa3 startL d. 
After a cordial 
greeting he invited me into his study, 
which he said I would find warmer. 
This 
room was small, quite filled with furniture, 
and I judged was used as a dining-room as 
well. 
It looked out on to the court and 
was heated by a large porcelain stove, 
that, without a view of either garden or 
street, or the cheerful Haines of a fire, I 
thought how cheerless the surroundings of 
this bright mind. 
I expected to find, on 
seeing Louis Blanc so near, a person ap­ 
pearing much older, but he impressed me 
as being younger than when I had seen 
him at the Chamber ; his hair is very thick 
and intensely black, and I do not think 
th at among his ebon-like locks a single 
white hair can be found; his eyes are 
coal black and very large, the pupil almost 
entirely filling the so ck et; his complexion 
is clear and his cheeks rosy ; the only 
mark of age to be found is his mouth ; his 
teeth are long and yellow, and whereas in 
talking he shows the lower ones, some of 
his upper teeth seem to be wanting. 
He 
began by speaking of bis health —he has 
very lately been quite ill, the effects of a 
painful aud dangerous operation he under­ 
went some few months ago. 
He is not yet 
able to leave his room, and complains that 
the extreme cold, which has suddenly come 
on, increases his indisposition. 
There is 
SO MUCH SIMPLICITY 
Iu his manner and conversation th at you 
can scarcely believe there sits the man who 
began his labors some fifty years ago, who 
has played an im portant role in the history 
of his country, and has covered it with 
glory through the eloquence of his pen and 
his oratorical powers. 
He speaks low and 
very slowly, sometimes with difficulty, 
which is doubtless owing to his feeble state 
of health, yet when he delivers a speech, 
which frequently occurs, he manages to 
send out his voice in such a manner as to 
reach every corner of an immense hall 
w ithout a single word being lost. 
Al­ 
though Louis Blanc is well acquainted with 
England, its government and institutions, 
and the condition of the laboring classes, 
he seems to know little of America, com­ 
paratively. 
In speaking of the workiug- 
men of France, he said that their salaries 
were much lower than those of England, 
but that since in France the people were very 
sober, requiring less food aud drink to sus­ 
tain them, the amount they earn |eompares 
favorably with w hat the English laborer 
earns, since the latter requires, on account 
of the climate, a greater amount of food, 
and his habits entail greater expenditure. 
Little has ever been done for the working 
classes of France, and it is only since the 
Government has been called republican 
that they have had the courage to do any­ 
thing for themselves. 
All through the 
country they now have their regularly or­ 
ganized committees and meetings, and they 
have developed some good thinkers and ex­ 
cellent orators. 
The principal question 
discussed with them is the hours ot; work. 
The time of labor is not limited, and the 
workman is oftentimes retained twelve and 
fourteen hours per day, to the detrim ent of 
his health and strength and the interests 
of the patron. 
Louis Blanc said that 
there was soon to be a bill presented at the 
Chamber to limit the working hours to ten 
per day, and th at it was his intention if his 
health permitted to make a speech in favor 
of the bill. 
He said th at if it should pass 
it would be 


A GREAT STEP IN ADVANCE 
And a decided amelioration in the condi­ 
tion of the workman, but that it would of 
course meet with much opposition in the 
Senate, and would probably there be de­ 
feated, for the reason that that chamber 
represents the interests of the governing 
classes and members of corporations, whose 
object is to get all they can out of the 
workman. 
He said th at many would op­ 
pose th at bill on the ground th at full lib­ 
erty should be allowed for all transactions, 
and that legislation really had no right to 
intcivene, but th at th at was a mistake, 
when, as in this case, liberty was all on 
one side, for the workman who has his 
bread to earn and family to provide for is 
always forced to accept the hours and 
wages offered him. 
The eminent orator remarked that things 
moved slowly in France, and that in order 
to make any progress at all, one had to be 
modest in his demands ; that since France 
is a republic not a single reform had been 
accomplished, and whereas it was said that 
during the reign of Louis l’hilippe the gov­ 
ernment was a monarchy surrounded by 
republican institutions, the present gov­ 
ernment is a republic surrounded by mon­ 
archical institutions. 
He scarcely thinks 
that the hill for the reform of the magis- 
trature will ever pass the Chamber of Dep­ 
uties, and certainly not tbe Senate, for the 
reason that the Ministers seemed little in­ 
clined to adopt this reform, and the Depu­ 
ties are eminently ministerial and little 
inclined to act independently; that in fact 
the present representatives can hardly be 


said to justly represent the intelligence of 
the country andaré inferior to the vast num­ 
ber of their constituents. 
So long as the 
present magistrates remain in office the re­ 
public will nurse in its bosom its most im­ 
placable enemies, for the present Judges 
were all chosen by the empire and have 
openly vouched their hatred for the pres­ 
ent Government, and yet do not hesitate to 
be paid by it. 
Mr. Blanc said that the 
Judges throughout France were exceed­ 
ingly honest, inasmuch as not one of them 
could be bribed to give judgment against 
his conscience in civil aliairs, but that in 
political affairs they were 


NOT TO BE TRUSTED. 
The reform of the magistrates is a question 
importing such great revolution in long- 
established affairs, that the Deputies who 
never dare anything, will hardly have the 
courage to take this important step, al­ 
, though the interests oí the country urgently 
demand it. 
Even though the bill should 
pass the Chamber of Deputies, it would 
never get safely through the Senate except 
by a miracle, for these good J udgcs are the 
only support left to the Bonapartists and 
monarchists, and not to leave these magis­ 
trates, appointed for life aud chosen by a 
crowned head, in possession of the law, 
would be to overturn all the rules of order. 
Scarcely any reform seems possible iu 
F’ranee until in the Senate, filled with old 
fogies and reactionists, some of the Senators 
for life die oil' and the elections renew this 
august body by sending more patriotic aud 
republican members to till the im portant 
seats. 
There is hope of some reform being 
accomplished in the course of time, pro­ 
vided what is called the scrutin de 'lisle is 
adopted by the two houses. 
The scrutin 
de liste existed, and was replaced by the 
scrutin d’arrondissement, which consists in 
electing a person chosen from each arron- 
dissoment, whose extent of territory is very 
small, and it is generally the rich man with 
the personal influence riches give who is 
elected to the poiition of Deputy. He usu­ 
ally knows nothing of the im portant ques 
tions relative to the progress of his coun­ 
try, but promises if elected to have certain 
roads made, to have a fountain erected, to 
find advantageous positions at Paris for 
each or at least a number of his electors, 
and to perform commissions for their wives, 
so th at his ideas of reform are ven limited 
aud his scope of vision very narrow. 
He is 
in direct communication with each one of 
his electors, and the poor man actually suf­ 
fers martyrdom in trying to please them 
all, and iu fearing by the slightest act to 
give offense. 
When once elected, should 
auy of their constituents happen to come to 
the capital, they besiege him w ith petitions, 
imagine he ¡9 the entire Government him­ 
self, possessed of unlimited power, and if 
be does not accomplish all their 


UNREASONABLE DEMANDS 
They place it to the account of his unac­ 
commodating nature and swear they will 
never again vote for such a man. 
As may 
be seen, great inconvenience results from 
the scrutin d’arrondissement, and therefore 
the desire of all intelligent statesmen of 
replacing it with the scrutin de lisle, which 
consists in having a committee form a list 
of names of persons known for their talents 
and administrative abilities throughout the 
entire department. 
The department con­ 
tains a number of arrondissements, and 
when this list ia presented to the electors 
they are to vote the entire or a portion of 
the list on the recommendation of the 
known reputation of one or more of the 
names, although they may he personally 
unacquainted with any of the candidates. 
This permits the electing of men of talent 
who may not he rich enough to spend the 
usual amount of money required to insure 1 
election, and permits the possibility of 
having men as Deputies whose miuds and 
iuterests are not restricted to the circle of 
their personal surrounding. 
The Deputies 
themselves would then escape the nuisance 
of being bothered and harassed by their 
constituents, and being for the most part 
unacquainted with them would not he con­ 
fined to forwarding simply their particular 
interests. 
The only inconvenience of the 
scrutin de liste is that there Í3 danger of 
the committee chosen to make out the li3t 
falling under the 
DOMINATION OF ONE MAN, 
Who would make use of them for his own 
personal ambition. 
The great bugbear in 
this case is Gambetta, and those who im­ 
agine themselves his enemies ascribe to him 
more ambitious and personal motives than 
he has ever entertained, and an importance 
in all things which does not belong to him. 
W hatever may be Gambetta’s designs, the 
scrutin de liste will not aid him any better 
in their accomplishment than other means 
he would be able to employ. 
Louis Blanc 
said th at although the scrutin de liste pre­ 
sented some inconvenience as well, it was 
preferable to the scrutin d’arrondissement, 
although it was almost sure to be defeated 
in the Chamber of Deputies, for the reason 
th at all the Deputies have been elected 
through this last method and would have 
just reason to suppose they would not be 
chosen to fill the lists, as neither the influ­ 
ence nor reputation of the majority extend 
as far as an entire department. 
They will 
therefore find other than the true reasons 
for defeating the measure, which, should 
it be successful in the Chamber, ivould 
certainly find 
favor with 
the Senate. 
T hat which is remarkable in the character 
of Mr. Louis Blanc is, that although no 
person has carried social reform to a higher 
standard than he, he is devoid of all pas­ 
sion and impatience, almost the necessary 
attributes of the reformist. 
I am sure he 
never gets angry, and he looks upon all 
things from such a broad point of view 
that those who express thecontrary opinions 
to his own, have never been able to vex him. 
His principles are the same as those he en­ 
tertained when young, and he has continued 
for near half a century in bringing them to 
light, laboring u-ith faith and earnestness 
without in his eagerness rudely overturn­ 
ing obstacles in his way. We discussed the 
Cissey affair, incidents related in his His- 
toire de D ix Ans, and which he more fully 
explained and enlarged upon, besides other 
subjects, when, fearing to further impose 
on his patience and time, I thanked him 
for his kindness, and withdrew with feel­ 
ings of increased respect and admiration 
for this grand patriot and Republican.

TROPIC FRUIT LAXATIVE.

C o p p e r in P la n ts.—It has been gen­ 
erally held th at metallic substances im­ 
pregnating the soil were not absorbed by 
plants ; that the roots possessed a species 
of selective power in virtue of which they 
rejected everything of an injurious nature. 
This is not strictly true, since there are 
exceptions to the rule. 
The ashes of a 
species of violet ( Viola calmninaria), which 
flourishes on the waste ore heaps of certain 
of the zinc mines of Rhein Prussia, have 
been found to contain considerable quanti­ 
ties of zinc. 
Mr. Diculafait, a noted 
French mineralogist, now adds his testi­ 
mony to thednaccuracy of this opinion, by 
proving the presence of copper in plants 
which grow on rocks belonging to the cop­ 
per-bearing series. 
In some instances he 
was able to obtain a distinct reaction for 
copper with ammonia in one grain of ash. 
It is not improbable that investigation 
would disclose the fact that other metals 
are also taken up by plants.

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A r t if ic ia l C it r ic A c id .— Another bril­ 
liant synthesis has recently been accom­ 
plished in the domain of organic chemis­ 
try ; 
Messrs. Grimaux and Adam have 
succeeded in building up citric acid from 
glycerine. 
Curiously enough, in the last 
number of the Berlin Berichte, Kekple an­ 
nounces that he has been working at the 
same subject, but by a totally different 
method. 
Keknle’s work is not sufficiently 
advanced for him to say positively that his 
method of synthesis is successful, but he 
feels justified in saying that very probably 
the process adopted by him has resulted in 
the formation of citric acid. Nature, from 
which we clip the above, promises full de­ 
tails of this interesting work in its next 
issue.

ONE OF ENGLAND’S HARD PROBLEMS. 
A lecture delivered recently by ITon. W. 
W. Hunter, the author of “ Rural Ben- 
“ gal,” “ Orissa,” etc., and Director of Sta­ 
tistics for the Government of India, con­ 
veys & very gloomy view of India, and all 
the more so since the speaker is thoroughly 
informed as to all the circumstances of the 
case. Mr. Hunter declares that notwith­ 
standing, or perhaps because of, the ameli­ 
orations which British government has in­ 
troduced to Indian life, the sufferings and 
difficulties of the Indian population are in­ 
creasing so rapidly as to baffle remedial 
measures. Population, no longer regu­ 
lated by wars, the ravages of wild beasts, 
the capriee of native rulers, and far less 
frequently interfered with by famine, has 
increased at such a rato that the people 
are literally crowding one another off the 
face of the earth. There are rural dis­ 
tricts in Bengal where the population is 
1,2S0 to the square mile. In France it is 
only 150 to the square mile. In all British 
India it is 243 to the square mile. And the 
Indian population depend entirely npon 
the land, which is becoming exhausted. 
The 
demand 
upon every acre of 
it is so incessant aud peremptory that no 
o p p o r tu n ity for rest and recuperation is 
possible. The destruction of the forests 
has compelled the people, as in China, to 
use manure for fuel, and therefore there 
is nothing with which to enrich and refresh 
the soil. The population is essentially 
rural, not more than one-twentieth being 
supported by the cities. The situation is 
one which thus far seems to be beyond re­ 
lief. No law reform, no social reform, will 
prevent the rapid growth of the popula­ 
tion and the steady deterioratiod of the 
land. These two factors appear to be 
forcing the whole country forward to a 
catastrophe of the most appalli’ » kind, 
nor, unless the British Government can 
devise some means of deporting half the 
population, does there se m any hope of 
averting the danger which impends over 
the country. No wonder that seme dis­ 
heartened Englishmen are beginning to 
desire the abandonment of India alto­ 
gether. 


THE SPREAD OF MORMONISM. 


The message of the Governor of Idaho 
emphasizes and points the message of Presi­ 
dent Hayes, in regard to the Mormon 
question, and shows that it is becoming 
necessary to consider this question with 
all the seriousness dne to a subject which 
from a perplexity is gradually expanding 
into a danger. The Governor of Idaho as­ 
serts that Mormon propagandism in that 
and the neighboring Territories is so active 
and successful that the area of polygamy 
is being rapidly extended beyond Utah, 
and that the allegiance of numbers of the 
people to the United States is being sapped. 
So long as Mormonism was confined to 
Utah, and so long as Utah was practically 
isolated, the solution of this problem did 
not press, and could well enough be, 
postponed. Even the energy of Mormon 
proselytistn in all parts of the world did 
not a lem to justify any apprehension while 
the only results of this work were to popu­ 
late the wilderness. But now it appears 
that Mormon policy ha3 been changed; 
that the church ha3 grown bolder and 
more enterprising, and that it is using 
Utah as a headquarters from which to attack 
and subjugate all the surrounding terri­ 
tory. It may be said that even if this be 
so, there is yet no cause for uneasiness, for 
what can this feeble church, with its gro­ 
tesque and gross superstitions, and its 
clumsy, barbarous mummeries, effect in in­ 
fluencing the destinies of so great a nation 
as this? No doubt this confidence in our 
own native supremacy over all assaults is 
perfectly natural. Precisely the same con­ 
tempt for a new and obscure faith charac­ 
terized the Romans at the inception of 
Christianity. They in fact paid, so far as 
their literature is concerned, even less at­ 
tention to Christianity than we have paid 
to Mormonism. The results in that case, 
however, may suggest the prudence of not 
underestimating the possibilities of develop­ 
ment possessed by new creeds. It is true 
that what we call civilization has increased 
greatly in the past eighteen hundred years, 
but it is not less true that there remains a 
vast mass of ignorance and credulity capa­ 
ble of being molded into any phape, and of 
being influenced by any fantasy. The fact 
that the rise and growth of Mormonism to 
its present condition has been possible, is 
clear proof of the survival of this credulity 
and simplicity. For the so-called Mormon 
religion is certainly as crude and awkward 
and barbarous a compound of imposture 
and coarse plagiarism as ever exposed the 
folly of man. It is in fact a religion the 
acceptance of which in a spirit of earnest­ 
ness necessarily marks the acceptor as of 
inferior intelligence and mental capacity. 
It is evident enough that only a 
savage could be brought to believe in 
the superstitions of Obeah and cognate in­ 
ventions. Mormonism is in no way superior 
to Obcah in intellectual scope, however, 
aud consequently it must be assumed that 
the masses of the Mormons are very ignor­ 
ant and obtuse people. They are, in fact, 
largely drawn from the lower peasantry of 
Europe. In their own countries they have 
led the life of vegetables, and they are 
fitted to receive any silly superstition, 
even such gross fables as those regarding the 
origin of the Mormon Bible and the 
“ revelations” of Joseph Smith and Brighain 
Young. The doctrine of polygamy appeals 
alike to the animal passions and the sor­ 
did selfishness of these cloddish boor?, 
and they readily pat themselves into the 
hands of the Church. Thus the Mormon 
immigrants are brought to America, not 
only in ignorance of the great republic 
nuder which they are to live, but in the 
belief that they will owe no allegiance save 
to the Church they have joined. They are 
not in any true sense additions to the 
American people. They are additions to 
a community which Í3 doing its best to 
isolate itself from the American people, 
and at the same time is endeavoring to 
circumvent that law of marriage which 
has been regarded as one of the firmest 
supports both of civilization and progress. 


s ¡ritualism. The truth is that the masses 
of men have not yet been raised so far 
above barbarism as to be secure against re­ 
lapse. W hat we call civilization is after 
all represented by the apex of the pyra­ 
mid only, and the broad base still rests in 
the obscurity of ignorance and superstition. 
The climber on the mountain emerges 
from the fogs, and fancies that because the 
sun shines on him, all the world is il­ 
lumined ; but over the broad valleys the 
heavy vapors fold and swim, and under­ 
neath them the majority of mankind grope 
their darkling way as heretofore. 


SECRETARY SCHURZ AND THE INDIANS. 


Let us reflect upon the implications of 
this Mormon immigration and this polyg­ 
amous proselytism. In the first place we 
have a community which is not American 
nor republican nor monogamous. Instead, 
it is Mormon, it is under ecclesiasti­ 
cal government, it is polygamous. 
In 
fact, it would be impossible to conceive of 
anything mere at variance with Americin 
theories of government, religion, and social 
organization, than this community of Mor­ 
mons. It is kept up and fed continually 
by accessions from the peasantry of Europe. 
These immigrants bring to the church a 
great stock of industry, robust health, vast 
credulity and ignorance, and a comfortable 
habit of servility. They buttress the church 
round about. They pay the tithes with 
cheerful alacrity. They accept polygamy 
as a divine revelation. 
They proceed 
stolidly aud persistently, caring nothing at 
all about the laws or institutions of the 
United States, and rendering no obedience 
to any ordinances whatever not promul­ 
gated or indorsed by their spiritual officers. 
It will be seen that such a community a3 
this is largely foreign in its ways and modes 
of thought. 
The point of contact is not 
political, but religious institutions. The 
Mormon missionaries have forestalled the 
American 
politicians, 
and 
secured 
the 
confidence and 
the 
following 
of these simple people. 
Henceforth 
they are in the power of the Church. As 
to the leaders of that Church, it matters 
little whether they are sincere or merely 
politic. 
The presumption is certainly 
against their sincerity, for reasons which 
we have already stated. W hatever their 
motives, however, it is clear that with such 
a plastic instrument in their hands they are 
sure to employ it to the utmost for their 
own advantage. And so long a9 they are 
free to scour Europe for its ignorance and 
credulity, so long will they be able to im­ 
part fresh colonies every year, and to carry 
the influence of their peculiar system 
further from their headquarters, despite 
the protests and the threats of the United 
States Government. We have seen that of 
late the Mormons have even ventured to 
send missionaries into the Western States 
of the Union, and that the people of some 
parts of Ohio have been perplexed and an­ 
gered by a movement which at once vexed 
tbs in by its mingled audacity and folly, 
and alarmed them by the hold it seemed to 
take upon a certain class of minds. We 
must not rely too much upon the protec­ 
tive force of publie meliifeence in case 
this kind. Public inteui.*nce is.-umetimes 
very uncertain, as instance its eccentric 
demonstrations apropos of Grangerism, and 
soft money, and the silver craze, and 


It must therefore be realized that there 
is, even here, a large amount of material 
upon which even so gross a superstition as 
Mormonism can draw. And it is the more 
formidable in that it possesses a minute or­ 
ganization, formed with crafty skill, vested 
with autocratic power, and served by a 
submissive and self-sacrificing priesthood. 
It is significant that Mormonism possesses 
all aud more than all the instrumentalities 
of propagandism possessed by the primitive 
Christian Church. Nor is it lackine in its 
attraction for the masses. 
Christianity 
offered the poor the consolation of a hope 
of compensation in the future. It sweetened 
adversity to them by denouncing the con­ 
demnation of the rich. It taught Com­ 
munism beyond the grave. Mormonism 
offers the substantial comfort of this world. 
It holds out the honors and blessings of the 
patriarchal state to its converts. It as­ 
sures them not only of glory in the here­ 
after, but of prosperity here. It would be 
a great mistake to underrate the attrac­ 
tions of such a religion after what the past 
has revealed. It would be no less a mis­ 
take to suppose that we can afford to trust 
to the chapter of accidents for deliverance 
from this source of perplexity. It may be 
that there is no real danger to be 
apprehended from Mormonism, though 
we think it would be difficult to justify 
confidence in that belief from history; 
but it is certainly to be expected that this 
people will gradually overrun and come to 
dontrol the Territories of Idaho and Mon­ 
tana, as well as Utah, and it is plain that 
with every expansion of their jurisdiction 
the difficulty of dealing with polygamy 
will be increased. It must also be asked 
seriously whether the United States can 
allow the growth into formidable propor­ 
tions of a uniou between Church and State 
which strikes at the very foundation of 
allegiance to the Federal Government, and 
which is quite as intolerant and defiant of 
secular ordinances as the Church of Rome 
in theory has ever been. In fact it is an 
interesting question Whether, supposing 
that the Pope, driven from Europe and 
seeking an asylum, had set up his Court in 
Utah, and had there established his gov­ 
ernment, temporal as well as spiritual, 
we should have looked on as coolly and in­ 
differently as we actually have done during 
the rise of Mormonism. We do not think 
it at all probable, and yet it is a fact that 
the Vatican never made more arrogant 
claims of supreme temporal authority than 
Brigham Young and his council have for a 
generation enforced systematically in Utah. 
The growth of MormoDism has now 
reached a stage at which it3 development 
is more rapid than ever, and consequently 
its effects must be more marked. It is 
therefore necessary that the American peo­ 
ple should seriously consider what course 
is to be adopted in regard to this question. 
Tne principle of non interference with reli­ 
gion of course applies only to such religion 
as confines itself to spirituals. ? "When­ 
ever it touches upon temporals it invades 
the domain of the State, and the latter is 
therefore justified in interfering. Whether 
Mormonism can or need be stamped out is 
not the consideration. But the State has 
the right to deal with any church which 
arrogates to itself temporal power, and 
which usurps secular functions, and if the 
United States intend to govern the Terri­ 
tories, and to prepare them for the 
condition of States hereafter, it will be 
necessary to take up this problem without 
further delay, and to so deal with it that 
the Mormon Church shall at 1( ast cease to 
be a temporal ruler. 


CHILE AND PERU. 


The Chileans have at last entered npon 
the final campaign of their war with Peru, 
which has for its object the capture and 
presumable desti notion of Lima. 
The 
attempts of the Peruvians to resist the 
landing of the enemy were futile, and he 
is now advancing slowly toward the cap­ 
ital, burning, ravaging and murdering as 
lie goes, in the characteristic fashion of 
South American warfare. As neither the 
United States nor any other Government 
sees fit to intervene in this atrocious busi­ 
ness, on the ground that some feeble diplo­ 
matic remonstrances were not cordially 
received, the world will no doubt be 
treated to a highly sensational spectacle. 
It is evident that the Peruvians, though 
brave and desperate, are almost at their last 
gasp. They appear to have neither men, nor 
money,normunitions of war. Notwithstand­ 
ing their extremity, however, they continue 
to fight valiantly, and one result of this will 
will probably be the exasperation of the 
Chileans to the point of a massacre when 
Lima fall?. A more causeless or a bloodier 
war than this has seldom been fought. It 
has already ruined Peru, and as Chile 
cannot hope for any indemnity it will 
probably go far towards ruining her. We 
sincerely hope it may, for she has dis­ 
played a vindictiveness and a brutality 
throughout which mark her people as sav­ 
ages. 
When both the combatants have 
exhausted themselves, and there is no 
more blood to let out, perhaps our Govern­ 
ment may think it worth while to renew ils 
timid attempts at peáce-making. At pres­ 
ent, however, nothing is to be looked for 
but slaughter and devastation, and no 
doubt there will be enough of that even 
before Lima is reached. 


AN OLD FRIEND. 
The dispatches yesterday mentioned a 
very old friend of the reading public, the 
McGarrahan claim. It seems that it is 
out of the question to kill that everlast­ 
ing suit Time was that when the brains 
were out the man was dead, and that 
when all the Courts had condemned a suit, 
it was abandoned. But the supporters of 
the McGarrahan claim know no such word 
as fail, and they appear to think it their 
mission in life to solicit a fresh knock-down 
from every Congress, until the crack of 
doom. We presume the McGarrahans have 
not got any more evidence, but no doubt 
they will worry Congress until it has even 
more formally kicked them out of doors. 


A considerable part of the report of 
Secretary Sehurz is devoted to an account 
of what has been effected in civilizing the 
Indians. It must be admitted that more 
real advance has been made towards that 
object during the present administration 
than ever before. Mr. Sehurz shows that 
with the exercise of patience, watchfulness 
and kindness, most of the Indians can be 
brought under civilizing influences. They 
require, however, constant assistance dur­ 
ing the transition period, and it is neces­ 
sary that whatever is requisite for their 
maintainance until they have learned to 
support themselves should be furnished 
liberally. He points out that the transition 
state, while one of hope, is also one of 
great danger. 
“ Then the picturesque, 
“ warlike, self-relying Indians of the 
“ wilderness gradually disappears. 
He 
“ enters into conditions and relations of 
“ life entirely new to him ; his self- 
“ reliance gives way ; he does not know 
“ whether that which he learns is good 
“ or evil; he is liable to acquire with the 
“ virtues of civilization its vices, aud the 
“ latter more easily than the former ; he is 
“ a mere child, alike accessible to evil and 
“ to good influences.” He is exposed to 
many dangers. He is liable to be cheated 
out of his property before he has fully re­ 
alized its value. He is liable to become a 
drunkard through bad example. He must 
learn to overcome his life-long habit of 
careless improvidence. 
Every step he 
takes will only impress his helplessness 
upon him more forcibly, and therefore it is 
Decessary that the Government should 
exercise a truly paternal vigilance over 
him until he has learned independence 
and the intelligent employment of his 
rights. Nor must too much be expected 
from him at first. It must be remem­ 
bered that be has not only every­ 
thing to learn, but everything to 
unlearn. If he does not in a single genera­ 
tion become a useful citizen we must not be 
disappointed. 
There are many thousands 
of white men who have had infinitely 
greater opportunities cf civilization than 
the Indians, yet have not profited by 
them. Mr. Sehurz shows that many In­ 
dians have been already taught farming 
and mechanical industries. Same of them 
have learned blacksmithiug, others carpen­ 
tering, many are permanently established 
on farms of their own, in many quarters 
they have good schools, andappreciatethem. 
In short, it is evident that with the right 
kind of treatment these nomads may be 
brought out of their re? tless savage habits and 
be transformed into peaceful and industrious 
settlers. Enough ha? been done to make it 
apparent that Mr. Sehurz has chosen the 
right policy to pursue in regard to them, 
and if the future does not turn out as well 
as the past it will be because his policy is 
d o longer in operation. He is strongly op­ 
posed to transferring the control of the 
Indians to the army, and gives many and 
sound reasons for his opinion in this con­ 
nection. Indeed all the exhibits of his 
report bear out his conclusion that “ the 
“ mission of the Indian management will 
“ hereafter be, more than ever, a mission of 
“ peace and not a mission of war.” 
Mr. Sehurz believes that it would be 
very ill-advised for Congress at this junct­ 
ure to attempt any parsimony in the mat­ 
ter of Indian appropriations. 
Such a 
policy, he points out, has often led to seri­ 
ous trouble and very costly complications. 
He believes that generous appropriations 
now, when the genera! temper of the Indians 
is to good, will produce the best and most 
lasting results, and thus save money in 
the end. He says : “ When an Indian 
“ lives in a home winch he considers bis 
“ own and that of las family, as now 
“ thousands of families are living and 
“ many more thousands desire to live; 
“ when he cultivates his own acres, has 
“ them fenced by his own labor, and en- 
“ joys the product of his agricultural 
“ work, either by his own consumption or 
“ the sale of a surplus ; when he owns his 
“ plow aud his wagon, aud uses the latter, 
“ with his ponies, in freighting, by which 
“ he earns liberal wsgcs ; when he has his 
“ cows, and swine, and poultry on his land, 
“ the care of which he finds useful and 
“ profitable ; when lie can send bis chil- 
“ dren to school, and begins to hope that 
“ they may become as civilized and pros- 
“ perous a9 white people, he will soon cease 
“ to thiuk of leading the life of a nomad, 
“ and the thought of war will no 
“ longer have any charm for him.” 
Nor is this, the Secretary alleges, a fancy 
picture. He has himself seen a multitude 
of examples of this kind, and the evidences 
of a growring desire for civilization on the 
part of the Indians are being brought to his 
attention continually. This is encouraging 
information, apd the only fact connected 
with it which is to be at all regretted is 
that Mr. Sehurz cannot retain his present 
position to carry out his noble work of 
civilization according to bis own plans 
during the ensuing four yean. In this 
periodical change of ministers lies one of 
the main difficulties in the way of pursu­ 
ing a steady Indian policy. The incoming 
Secretary of the Interior is sure to have 
ideas of his own, or he may not approve 
those of his predecessor, and so the scheme 
of Indian management is liable to be 
cliaDged at the most critical periods, per­ 
haps at the sacrifice of all which it has 
taken years of patient work to accomplish. 
Mr. Sehurz has nevertheless done hi3 full 
duty in his office, and he has so raised the 
standard of efficiency in it that his suc­ 
cessor will have to be a very able and 
conecientieus man if he elevates it still 
further. 


FOOD ADULTERATION. 


The rapid spread of oleomargarine, which 
imitation of butter ha3 been of late ac­ 
quiring such a sale as to threaten the genu­ 
ine butter with banishment from the mar­ 
ket, suggests the wisdom and indeed the 
necessity of enacting laws for the protec­ 
tion of the public against food adultera­ 
tions. This oleomargarine, which is made 
of all kinds of animal fats, and the pro­ 
cesses of which make it possible to employ 
the filthiest material, is now manufactured 
to resemble real butter so closely, that it 
is difficult even for experts to detect the 
difference. This at least is what several 
reporters have alleged, but we confess that 
we do not believe the statement. All the 
oleomargarine we have seen could be dis­ 
tinguished from real batter by anyone who 
knows good butter. Reporters who derive 
their experienoe from boarding-house 
tables perhaps may not have been able to 
discriminate between the real and the false. 
It is said that olemargarine when made 


from pure fats is wholesome. There is 
no reason why it should not be. The dar- 
ger is, however, that it may not be manu­ 
factured from “ pure fats,” and that 
therefore it may not be wholesome. The 
chief wrong done to the public in connec­ 
tion with this imitation of course is the 
selling of it in the guise of real butter. 
This is a swindle, and those who perpetrate 
it ought to be punished as swindlers. That 
is the plain English of the situation, and 
merchants and dealers will do well to pon­ 
der it. The subject of food adulteration 
has of late years attracted much attention 
from lawmakers in Europe, and science 
has been called in to the aid of the law in 
detecting sophistications. 
Twenty years 
ago the subject was forced upon the atten­ 
tion of the English public by the Lancet, 
which showed that <35 per cent, of the drugs 
and food articles used by the public were 
adulterated. Legislation followed, but it 
has required many years to ascertain how 
best to meet the evil. At last thi8 has 
been effected to a great extent. A decline 
in adulteration from (35 to 10 per cent, has 
in fact been secured, and this is a practical 
victory. 
It has been accomplished hy the 
simple method of compelling the manufact­ 
urers of adulterations to sell them for 
what they really are. No one is prohib­ 
ited from adulterating anything, but if 
those who adulterate fail to specify what 
they have done when they expose their 
goods for sale, the severest punishment is 
dealt out to them. It has consequently be­ 
come unprofitable to adulterate, for though 
there is plenty of money in selling the 
public doctored goods, there is nothing to be 
gained by offering the publie such wares o d 
their actual merits. The number of peo­ 
ple who will buy adulterated things know­ 
ing them to be adulterated, is too small to 
justify the maiutenauce of the business, in 
fact, and as the figures prove the majority 
of the swindlers have taken their talents 
elsewhere. The Canadians have adopted a 
similar law, and have thereby reduced 
their adulterations from 51 to 20 per cent. 
Of course there are some adulterations 
which because of their pernicious charac­ 
ter ought to be positively prohibited, 
whether labeled or not. In the United 
States the question of adulteration has 
hitherto been a perplexing one because of 
the practical impossibility of dealing with 
it save from a national standpoint, 
and the doubts as to the jurisdiction of 
Congress over it. So important is it that 
if any real obstacle of this kind exists, 
it ought to be removed by a constitutional 
amendment, however. 
It is clear that 
State laws cannot reach the evil, save in 
the most imperfect way. For instance, 
the California Legislature might- prohibit 
the manufacture of adulterations in the 
State, but it could not prevent their im­ 
portation from other States without estab­ 
lishing an inquisition which would be en­ 
ormously expensive, exceedingly offensive, 
aud very inefficient. 
In order to deal 
with a question of this magnitude the 
whole country ought to unite. Few per­ 
sons have any just conception of the 
amount of disease and mortality caused by 
adulterations annually, but the showing of 
the Lancet, that 65 per cent, of all the 
food and medicine used in modern com­ 
munities is adulterated, proves to what an 
extent the vile business has been carried. 
In our large cities adulteration is doubt­ 
less practiced more extensively than in the 
country towns, and it is probably em­ 
ployed more in wines and liquors than in 
any other business. Groceries indeed are 
liable to be sophisticated, and all kinds of 
dry goods. England, as is well known, 
has injured her Indian business in calicos 
by her greediness in loading them with 
clays. 
Our manufacturers have not yet 
taken to that method in cotton goods, but 
in other fabrics they are not behind their 
European rivals. In short the mischief and 
wrong done by adulteration is very great, 
and, as the oleomargarine incident shows, 
rapidly increasing, and it is time that 
Congress was appealed to for some better 
protection against these.swinilles than the 
existing laws at present afford.

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MR. NIM MO’S FIGURES. 
Mr. Nimmo’s figures in regard to the ex­ 
port trade of the United States are very 
encouraging, and they show that the rapid 
increase of our production of breadstuffs 
and live stock is awakening profound alarm 
not only in England but throughout the 
wheat-producing countries of Europe in 
which inferior agricultural implements are 
employed, aad where the farming is gen­ 
erally more slovenly and old-fashioned. 
When he begins to review the ship-build­ 
ing interest, however, the statistics no 
longer yield the same ground for satisfac­ 
tion. In fact he admits that this interest 
iu the United States is practically dead. 
He tays: “ The building of ship3 aud 
“ barks employed iu our foreign commerce 
“ fell from an annual average of 233 dur- 
“ ing the ten years from 1$51 to 1S60 to an 
“ annual average of 56 drring the ten 
“ years from 1S71 to 1SS0, and there 
“ were only 23 ships and barks built 
“ during the year ended Jcne 30, I860.’ 
The commerce of the world is now 
carried in iron steamships principally, and 
it is evident that with the extension of the 
means of land transportation the use of 
wooden sailing vessels must be still fur­ 
ther abandoned. In a short time the occu­ 
pation of the fleet which now sails round 
Cape Horn to carry the wheat crops of 
California, will be gone. The completion 
of the Southern Pacific and its connections 
will necessitate the employment of swift 
iron steamers of great tonnage capacity-. 
Mr. Roach has asserted that we can build 
such vessels as cheaply as they cau be 
constructed on the Clyde, but we take 
leave to doubt this statement, inasmuch as 
if it were true the vessels would be built 
hero and not there. Congress has done its 
best to destroy our mercantile marine, but 
the day of sailing ships has gone by, or is 
rapidly going, and hereafter steamers will 
do the work of the world. It will 
not help Dur ship-building interest to 
adopt Mr. Roach's proposal for large sub­ 
sidies, however. W hat is needed is free 
trade in ships and shin-building material, 
and the former would be preferable iu the 
existing situation, since it is plain that 
capital has already been nearly all driven 
out of American ship-building. As re­ 
gards Mr. Nimmo’s remarks upon the 
practicability of shutting out foreign com­ 
petition in nearly all other industries than 
ship-building, it is in order to point out 
that to secure such a state of exclusive 
trade the people of the United States 
must consent to pay two or three prices 
for every article bo protected, and that 
when the whole operation is seen it will 
not be doubtful that the game has failed 
to pay for the caudle.

T ransform ing Sound I nto L ig h t.— 
M. Treve has described to the French 
Academy of Sciences an experiment with 
an apparatus which he calls a sieging con­ 
denser, by which he believes he effects the 
transformation of sound into ligh . W hen 
a current of electricity is brought to bear 
upon his condenser a sound is produced, 
which he attributes to the vibrations of 
the air iu the condenser, produced by the 
shock of the electric current. Reversing 
this experiment, he placed the condenser 
in a Geisaler tube, and brought t- • two 
poles of the electric current to bear upon 
the condenser through the electroides of 
the table. The tube was then connected 
with an air pump. The condenfcer sounded 
as usual when the current was directed to 
it under the ordinary atmospheric pressure ; 
but when the air was withdrawn the sound 
became more and more feeble, until, as a 
vacuum was produced, it ceased entirely, 
and a clear bright light appeared, spark­ 
ling like pearls, from the leaves of the con­ 
denser, quite unlike the ordinary pale, 
vague light of the Geissler tubes.—[Cali­ 
fornian for December. 


N ew U se for Saw -dust.—The Lumber­ 
man says : Wo have been shown a model 
of a car*wheel consisting of an iron rim of 
seven inches outward diameter by one-half 
inch thick, fitted with a weil-proportioned 
huh, the space between the hub and rim 
tilled, with pine saw-dust, pressed in so sol­ 
idly th&t we are ready to believe the asser­ 
tion that resting the iron rim upon bear­ 
ings, a pressure equal to 2.‘i tons applied to 
the hub failed to develop any signs of weak­ 
ness. We hesitate in these days of prog­ 
ress to assert that anything is impossible, 
and we begin to think that even saw-dust 
possesses elements of value hitherto unsus­ 
pected, and that the day may come when 
the filled grounds adjacent to all saw-mills 
may be seen to have a great value in the 
mechanical development «and utilization of 
the now useless debris placed upon them 
to get it out of the way. Saw-dust car- 
wheels, saw dust brick, saw-dust fence 
posts, railroad ties, and even saw-dust 
window and door frames, wainscoating and 
moldings, begin to appear among the pos­ 
sibilities of the immediate future.

PROPERTY. 


Eds. R e c o rd -U n io s : The San Francis­ 
co Bulhtin of December 15tb, in a very 
able editorial entitled “ How It Is Work­ 
ing,” after alluding to the general history of 
property, uses this language: “ In this way 
we come to have property of three kinds— 
real, personal and 
Tue article also 
q u -tes that clanse of t ie new Constitution 
which speaks of property as “ real, personal 
anu mix.d.'' Now, it is not astonishing that 
the edit r of a luge daiiy journal, writing 
in a burry, should iollow an error committed 
in the fundamental law of the State. 
And 
perhaps it is not nstonisning teat such an 
error should be found iu such au instrument 
ts our Constitution. There is no such a 
thing s “ n ixe ” p operty. The ol j cts . f 
property are things, and Blackstoue says: 
'■Things are by the law of Englaud dis­ 
tributed into ¡wo kinds—things real and 
things personal” 
That 
distinction 
has 
run continuously through English and Amer­ 
itan law. 
I t has frequently been questioned 
whether a curtain kind of thing was real o 
personal property ; but I have o ver heard of 
a Court in such a case giving a compromise 
decison and calling it “ mixed.” Of course 
.here is such a thing as a mixed action or suit 
at law, as when some real property is de­ 
manded and al ■ personal damages for some 
wrung sustained; but 1 would like to see a 
specimen of mixed property. .Statutes have 
sometimes declared thac property generally 
considered personal should be classed as real 
—as slaves, cattle, e 
t 
but th it was only a 
recognition of the division of projierty by 
the well-known rule. It may be a ked: 
Were there not lawyers in the Constitutional 
Convention who knew better tbau to make 
such u.-e of words? Ceitainly there were. 
But what would have been the result if one 
of them had moved to strike out the word 
“ mixed”? The c :mmunia;s and those who 
joined and led them would have cried out 
" Capital and Corporation-,” and the motion 
would have been immediately voted down. 
Every new investigation of our present Con- 
stiluti-m shows additional absurdities and 
mischiefs.

Household Notes. 
H om e D e c o r a tio n .—An exchange con­ 
tains the following information as to how 
home can be 
decorated 
inexpensively. 
There are H artford ferns, for instance. 
They are beautiful and quite inexpensive. 
Tack them over the doors, around the pic­ 
tures, and over the windows, or on the 
lace curtains. 
This will pay in beauty for 
all trouble, and keep all winter. 
Or, if 
j'ou have a door in the middle of the par­ 
tition in your sitting-room, fasteu some 
brackets very securely each side of the 
door about half-way up. 
On them put 
common flower pots planted with Madeira 
bulbs in the center and W andering Jew 
and Inch plant to fill up the pot thickly. 
Train the Maderia as it grows over fine 
wire in any shape—an arch is pretty. The 
other vines will completely' hide the rude 
pots in a very few weeks. 
You can paste 
paper over the pots till the vine is grown 
if you prefer not to see the plain ware. Give 
plenty of water ; they do not require sun.

w o rsted (sp lit zephyr) ; 
thi3 m akes th e 
b ack for th e fram e. N ow c u t a n o th e r piece 
of card b o ard th e ex act size of yo u r p ic tu re ; 
c u t o u t th e cen ter, leav in g th e sides, th e 
to p and b o tto m th e w id th of th e m argin on 
j'o u r p ic tu re ; w ork a design in each cor­ 
n er ; a row of plain cross stitc h a ro u n d th e 
inside edges an d across th e to p . 
P lace th is 
in th e cen ter of th e piece of card b o ard ; 
fa-ten on b y w o rk in g dow n th e sides and 
across tb e bo tto m th ro u g h b o th pieces, th e 
sam e as across th e top. 
B raid o r tw ist 
som e w o rsted th e d esired len g th , fasten a t 
each side an d hang. 
If you w ish to o rn a ­ 
m en t th e fram e m ore you can sew a glass 
o r colored bead in each sta r aro u n d th e 
edges. 
An E m broidered Sofa Pii.low .—This 
is of black satin, with wheat heads, pop­ 
pies, daisies 
and 
grasses 
embroidered 
mostly ip Kensington stitch, and finished 
on the edge with a cord of gold and car­ 
dinal. 
A more serviceable pillow' for a 
sofa or louDge can be made by crocheting 
four stripes—two black and two cardinal— 
in Afghan stitch in this way : Do the two 
black stripes tw enty stitches wide and 
fourteen inches long. 
The red stripe can 
be made for fancy by crocheting three rows 
(twenty' stitches on a needle) plain Afghan 
stitch ; the next time in taking the stitch 
up, take up three stitches, chain four, take 
up three, chain four, and so on to the end, 
then three rows plain, aud make the little 
loop again. 
Joiu the stripes together in 
the usual wav by crocheting a cord on the 
right side. 
The under side is pretty, done 
in one block of cardinal, eighty stitches 
wide and fourteen inches long. 
H andkerchief Cases.—For a gentle­ 
man, the size ot the case would be eleven 
by eighteen inches, doubling down the cen­ 
te r; for a lady, fourteen inches square ; it 
should be lined with silk, lightly wadded 
and scented. 
Cut a piece of satin twenty- 
six inches long and eleven broad, line with 
fine flannel and quilted satin over it. Turn 
in the edges all around and sew over neat­ 
ly ; fold tile two ends in tow ard each other 
until they meet to within about an inch. 
Sew over the double edges at the sides and 
fold up the case. 
The handkerchiefs slip 
in on either side, into tbe two pockets thus 
formed, the plaiu ones being arranged on 
one side and the fancy ones on the other. 
These cases are sometimes made like a 
large envelope. 


Receipts. 
One, T wo, T hree Cup Cake.—One cup 
of white sugar, two cups of prepared flour, 
three eggs well beaten, one tablespoouful of 
butter, oue-half cup of milk, a little va­ 
nilla ; bake in jelly cake tins, and spread 
with custard or jelly. 


C u t l e t s o f Q u a ils .—Cut the breasts 
from half a dozen quail, and at the small 
end of each insert a neat little piece of leg 
bone to make the breasts look like cutlets. 
Dip them in melted butter, season, roll in 
cracker-cmmbs and fry in hot butter. 
Serve with French pease in the centre of 
the dish. 
Apple-Butter W ithout Cider —Pare, 
core, and stew until soft, sweet, or sour 
apples (we prefer sweet), sift through a 
collander. 
To every quart of the pulp add 
a cup of white sugar ; uut in on the stove 
again and simmer slowly', stirring fre­ 
quently two hours ; while warm add lemon 
extract aud keep it in a cool place.

fry q u ick a fte r seasoning to ta ste . 
T u rn 
th em w hen nice cream brow n. 


L im it R o l l s .— One quart flour, one ta­ 
ble-spoonful of butter or lard, three large 
table-spoonfuls of yeast, one cup of warm 
milk ; salt to taste. 
Rub the butter and 
flour together, add the milk and yeast, 
knead well, let it rise until lig h t; make 
into rolls ; let these stand in a warm place 
half an hour, aud bake in a steady oven. 
To Make Apple-Butter.—Boil, as soon 
as come from the press, 15 gallons of cider 
to one-third, or 5 gallons ; peel and core 4 
bushels of apples ; add gradually ; stir 12 
hours ; this will make 12 or 13 gallons ; 
add teacup cinnaman, cloves and allspice, 
mixed, one-hali hour before taking off; 
have paddle made with three-fourth inch 
holes below, and larger one at top to insert 
handle, which must be horizontal; paddle 
should be three or four inches wide ; every 
part of kettle-bottom should be touched, 
to prevent burning ; paddle should be little 
more than depth of kettle ; only brass or 
copper will do.—[Xeuophon, Lake /Sta­ 
tion, Ind. 
Mangoes, on M uskmelon P ickles.— 
Select small muskmelons, make a brine 
sufficient to carry an egg ; pack melons in 
utensils, and cover with the brine ; put on 
weight, just enough to hold them under; 
let remain ten days ; take ont, and with 
sharp küife make incision down one of the 
seams ; insert a small spoon and remove all 
seeds and pithy m atter ; put in clear water 
to remain over night ; take up, till with 
cinnamon, cloves, allspice, nasturtions, rad­ 
ish pods, unground English mustard, small 
cucumbers, horseradish ; anything, in fact, 
th at is of a spicy, healthful nature. 
The 
spices should be whole, and the melons 
sewed up with coarse th re ad ; put into 
good cidar vinegar.—[Xenophon,

Russia is a country, says the Leisure 
Hour, whose name is now constantly in the 
mouths of Englishmen. 
Few, however, 
know much about it, owing to the difficul­ 
ties connected with learning its language. 
N ot many foreigners have the opportuni­ 
ties of knowing these people, and mere 
tourists are apt to come away with wrong 
impressions. 
W e shall endeavor in a short 
article to glance at the peasantry as they 
are described in their own proverbs, which 
hold the picture up to life. 
One peculiarity of Russian peasant life 
is the joint-family system, according to 
which the members of a family share a 
common heritauce and live together. 
This 
system prevailed in parts of England in 
Anglo-Saxon times, but it is not favorable 
to individual exertion, and it leads to fam­ 
ily quarrels. 
They find that “ two bears 
cannot live in one den.” 
The wife, par­ 
ticularly suffers from it. 
The father-in-law grumbles at her, 
The muther-iu-law abuses her, 
The brother-in law mocks her, 
Tbe sister-in-law does her mischief, 
The husband is jealous. 
Sisters-in-law are ne'.tles. 
hile some Russian ladies belong to the 
class of strong-minded women, and are ad­ 
vocates of woman’s rights, the peasantry 
in their proverbs recognize the distinct 
sphere of women. 
If you he a cock, crow ; 
Ii a hen, lay eggs. 
Do not trust the wind in the fields, 
Nor a woman with too much liberty. 
The proverbs of Russia, like those of In ­ 
dia, though treating women with contempt, 
yet recognize their power in the domestic 
circle. 
“ She stoops to conquer.” 
The wife, without beating the husband, rules him 
by her temper. 
The liusba: d is the iiead, the wife the soul of li e 
house. 
Bachelors are not in high repute. 
A bachelor is a goose without water. 
A man without a wife is like a mau ill winter With­ 
out a fur bonnet 
A man under petticoat government, or, 
as the Germans say, “ under the slipper,” 
is thus painted : 
A crab is not a fish among fishes, 
A bat is not u biid among birds, 
So a hen-pecked husband is nut a man among men. 
The cheapness of brandy has done im­ 
mense mischief among the peasantry. 
In 
a collection of 20,000 Russian proverbs 
which I have, 500 relate to drunkenness 
and its effects. 
The soldiers, who are re­ 
cruited from the ranks of the peasantry, 
carry the village drinking habits with 
them, and this trait appears in various 
strongly-phrased proverbs. 
The peasants 
have suffered not only from drinking, but 
bad landlords, who have spent their money 
in the dissipation of great cities, leaving 
the peasantry in the hands of grinding 
agents, who were generally Germans : 
The landlord’s court has a wide entrance, but a nar­ 
row ex it; 
i. e., it is easy to get into his debt, but 
difficult to get out of it. 
Praise not the crop until it is stacked, 
Fraise not the landlord until he is dead. 
The usurer in Russia, as in India, is a 
scourge to the peasant. 
“ In the other 
world,” says the proverb, “ usurers have 
to count red-hot coins with bare hands.” 
B ut the worst plague to the peasant is 
the Tchinovnik, or oflicial, as the Russian 
bureaucracy are noted for their gross op­ 
pression and bribe-taking propensities. 
The Tchinovnik only takes up his pen, 
The peasants pray aud birds tremble. 
To defend yourself against a thief take a stick, 
To defend yourself against a Tchiuovuik take a 
rouble. 
Fear not the law, but the Judge; 
A Judge is like a carpenter, what he wants he 
carves. 
Go before God with justice, 
B fore the Judge wiih money. 


The Raskolniks, or Dissenters of Russia, 
amount probably to 15,000,000, and are an 
interesting class. 
Some express their de­ 
testation of the Greek Church thus : 
He who fears God does not go to church ; 
The church is not in beams, but in ribs ; 
i. e., not in the building, but in living 
members. 
They agree with the old Tartar 
saying: 
Songs and dances are Satan's daughters. 
And they go furtbor than the teetotalers, 
denouncing tobacco, tea and coffee : 
The smoker is a brother to a doe. 
Tea, the Chinese arrow, has pierced the Russian 
heart. 
Thunder slays the coffee drinker. 
The peasants hold the Jews in great ab­ 
horrence on account of their usury aud 
oppression. 
A tame wolf, a baptized Jew, anda reconciled enemy 
are of equal value. 
When you baptize a Jew keep him under water ; 
i. e., drown him, or he will turn renegade. 
A Russian can be cheated only by a gypsy, 
A gypsy by a Jew, 
* A Jew by a Greek, 
And a Greek by the devil. 
One Jew is equal in cheating to two Greeks, 
One Greek to two Armenians. 
W e conclude this brief sketch with two 
proverbs that contain a valuable m oral: 
With God go over the sea, 
Without God go not over the threshold. 
Against forming distant plans : 
Ili- thouchts are over the m -untains, 
But deatn is behind his shoulder.

L ir e a n d Loss ol' L ife -F r ig h tfu l D isa ste r 
at BnlTalo. 
Buffalo, December 17tb.—A serious fire, 
attended by a heavy loss of life, occurred 
this evening about 6 o’clock. The fire was 
discovered in the third story of the immense 
five-story building owned by George W. 
Tifft, occupied by Birge & Sons, wall-paper 
manufacturers. 
The building is 80 feet front 
by about 300 in depth, and about 150 men 
and boys are employed at the present time, 
the business demanding extra help. 
All of 
the number were, at work, and in less than 
twenty minutes after the alarm was given the 
building was a mass of flames. The walls 
crumbled and fell, and probably buried 
twenty to thirty employes. 
The doors to 
the different rooms were hung to swing in, 
and each had a heavy spring closing them, 
thereby retarding the egress of the occupants. 
The building was without fire escapes of any 
kind. The terrified workmen jumped from 
the windows, and many escaped with broken 
bones and bruised bodies. Those in the 
upper stories, unable to escape, appeared for 
a moment at the windows and then Hank 
back suffocated in smoke and flames. 


THE KILLED, INJURED AND MISSING. 
The following is a list of those known to 
be killed: 
One of the foremen in the fifth story badly 
burned and leaped to the ground ; unrecog­ 
nizable ; hi; head and body mashed to a jel­ 
ly ; supposed to be Thomas Fields. 
John Malone, aged 1.1, jumped from the 
fifth story; killed. 
William Berry, fatally injured in the head, 
spine and inwardiy ; jumped from the fourth 
story. 
John Griflia, jumped from the fourth 
floor; right arm broken and badly injured in­ 
ternally. 
Moses Maloney, leg fractured; jumped 
irstn the fifth story. 
Patrick O’Brien, bally burned about the 
Uead and back, and arm broken. 
Ed. McCormick, jumped from the fifth 
door ; badly cut on the head. 
Joseph Malone, brother of John Maione, 
jum ped from the fifth floor; fractured leg 
atad broken arm. 
Mike O’Brien, right leg broken. 
The following aremissing, and are supposed 
to be in the ruins: Stephen Hackett, Martin 
McGee, Peter Swarder, John and James 
.Stoul (brothers), Jay Voltz, 


THE LOSSES. 
The flames next communicated to the 
Union malt-house, adjoining, also the prop­ 
erty of Geo. W. Tifft, which was destroyed. 
The building was three stories high, 60 feet 
wide, 200 feet long, containing 825,000 worth 
of grain, the property of John B. Manning. 
The loss can be estimated only at present, 
and is placed at the following figures: Geo. 
W . Tifft, on building, §105,000 ; Birge & 
Sons, machinery and paper stcck, 8150,000; 
John B. Manning, graiu, 825,000 ; City En­ 
gine-house, 83.000, by falling walls. 
The in­ 
surance is estimated at S180.000. 


INCIDENTS OF THE DISASTER. 
James Ryan and John Kennedy, employed 
in the fourth floor of the Birge building, 
jumped to the ground, escaping with only 
slight bruises. 
A small boy, name unknown, was seen to 
jump from the fifth floor, caught hold of a 
telegiaph wire, which broke, and sliding 
down the wire escaped with only badly cut 
hands. 
The parents and friends of the dead and 
missing ones surround the ruins. 
The streets are full of rumors, and prob­ 
ably the list of “ known to be killed ” will be 
more than doubled when the smoking bricks 
and ruins can be removed. 


S h e r m a n on G ran t and I h e Proposed 
«uplain-l.encralcv. 
N ew York, December 17th.— General 
Sherman writes to a friend here as follows: 
Lest you and my personal friends may be dis­ 
turbed by the stories again put in circulation, in 
consequence of the recommendation in the Presi­ 
dent's message, to make General U. S. Grant Cap­ 
tain-General, 1 will explain my case to you. 
When 
General Grant was nominated for President, in the 
first instance, in ISfiS, he volunteered to me the 
opinion th at when his term \v s out, he would uot 
• desire to regain command of the array, as it would 
be unj ust to me. 
I have never heard him since say 
a word to indicate a change in th at opinion, and I 
do not believe he or his friends suggested the Presi­ 
dent's idea of tin Captain-Generalcy, or of regain­ 
ing a place on the arm y retired list. 
There is no 
reason why a President may uot be retired the same 
as the members of the Supreme Court. 
General 
Hancock, when a candidate lor President in June 
last, used this language in a private letter to me : 
To surrender the position of senior Major-General 
is not a safe thing to do. 
I could not even retire in 
such a contingency with the benefits ordinarily at­ 
tached to such aétion, for the Commaiider-in-Chief 
of the Army and Navy could he on the retired list 
of anv service.' As to mv retiring, you know 1 will 
n o t be G2 years old until Ísd2, and the ruiu r of my 
intending voluntarily to retire grew out of an ex­ 
pressed desire to manage so as to bring Lieutenant- 
General Sheridan to Washington, and thus to leave 
the three m ilitary divisions for the three Msjor- 
Generals now on the army register. 
But as the 
President has ju st indicated a new fourth commis- 
• siqn for Major General Schofield, th at pressure has 
passed, and I am in no measure committed as to mv 
future action. 
Tlte service is embarrassed already 
with too much rank for our small army. 
I don’t 
k now what a Captain-General will find to do. 
There 
never was such an officer in the United States, and 
it will need legislation to c-eatc and define such an 
office. 
I will take my own time and course of ac­ 
tion when the emergency comes.

night the Sophomore class of the University 
of Pennsylvania had a cremation of the old 
text-books used by them during the past 
term. The cremation exercises occurred on 
the college grounds, and the students arrived 
about half-past 9 o'clock, accompanied by an 
escort of about thirty policemen, as it had 
been hinted during the day that the medical 
students would break up the exercises for an 
alleged affront given at their Commencement 
last summer. 
When the Sophomores, to the 
□umber of fifty, arrived, they found several 
hundred medical students 
gathered, who 
shouted and hooted at the Sophomores. Sev­ 
eral breaks in the ropes which surrounded 
the cremationists were tnade. and then a po­ 
liceman discharged his pistol. This was the 
cause of a general rush of students, and the 
policemen were nearly overpowered. They 
then made an arrest, and this led to throwing 
bricks, rotten eggs, etc. Several policemen 
rvere injured, one s- rhmsly, by beit-g •trm'V 
-jix the head with a i rick. Another claims t 


have been cut across the head with a knife 
by a student. Ten of the medical students 
were arrested and three policemen were sent 
to the hospital. The affair caused intense 
excitement in West Philadelphia, and the 
people in the neighborhood were fearful that 
the riot would become general and lead to 
the destruction of property.

The condition of

holidays. When the Council adj lurned yes­ 
terday Mr. Forster hurried back to Dublin, 
and other Ministers left London for their re­ 
spective homes in the country. Those per­ 
sons who profess to be well informed as to 
the devious com tie of justice in Ireland, ex­ 
press a belief that the acquittal at the Cork 
Assizes Wednesday of Messrs. Healy and 
Walsh of the charge of intimidating farmer 
Manning will have a very bad effect on the 
coming trial of indicted Land Leaguers. 
THE LAND LEAGUE TRIALS—THE .IURT. 


N e w Y o r k , December 17th.—The Herald's 
Dublin sjtecial says: Counsel for the Crown 
and counsel for the traversers in the Irish 
State prosecution, each struck off twelve 
names from the forty-eight previously balloted 
for, leaving twenty-four from which the jm y 
will be selected at the opening Court, l'ne 
Crown Solicitor struck off the names of 
twelve Catholics, and the traversers’ solicit r 
three Catholics and nine Protestants, each 
side determining in striking them tff name 
by name. At each name struck off by the 
Crown, Dillon (traverser), counsel and cousin 
of John Dillon, cried “ Another Papist,” or 
otherwise called attention to the fact, though 
the M s er of the Crown Office sever, ly re­ 
primanded him. Some Catholics are included 
in the remaining twenty-four persons in the 
panel, but the probability is that a great ma­ 
jority of the jury will be Protestants. Opin­ 
ions differ regarding the probable inclinations 
of the jury, but it is not generally considered 
favorable thus far for the traversers. Of the 
panel, fourteen are Liberals and ten Con­ 
servatives.

P r o te st A g a in st tlic G o v e r n m e n t's C ana- 
■ H ail-P acific P o lic e . 
O tta w a , December 17th.—The Opposition 
members of the Dominion Parliament have 
issued a manifesto to the people of Canada 
protesting against the Government’s pro­ 
posed Pacific railway policy. 
It sets forth 
that the ministers withheld vital information, 
preventing discussion in their constituencies, 
and denied the right of the people to be con- 
ruited on the seheme. 
The manifesto eon- 
cedes that the private construction of the 
road, aided by grants of money and land 
under certain restrictions, is in the public 
interest; but present subsidies are dispropor­ 
tionate to the work performed and the re­ 
strictions imposed detrimental to the country 
and future settlement. 
It claims that the 
couutry is now face to face with a great dan­ 
ger, and with the last opportunity of avert­ 
ing it. It recites the terms of the syndicate’s 
contract, and maintains that the prairie sec­ 
tion to Kamloops will cost double the Gov­ 
ernment’s estimate of last session, and that 
the 
company 
will 
monopolize 
the 
entire trade of the Northwest until the 
year 1900. I t refers to the two great 
corporations of the Northwestern States now 
contending for this traffic, the. proprietors of 
one of which are interested in the present 
contract. 
It deprecates the exemption of the 
companies’ land and rolling stock from taxa­ 
tion for twenty years, as giving an unfair ad­ 
vantage, enabling the company to hold their 
lands until the value is enhanced by the set­ 
tlement of other portions. 
Points out that 
the Government virtually give the contrac­ 
tors 706 miles already completed by Canada, 
besides the bonus of over fifty millions in ex­ 
cess of the eslimated cost; considere the east­ 
ern or L -ke Superior section as unnecessary 
at present; strongly favors the construction 
of the Sault St. Marie branch, as giving the 
country two competing lines to draw products 
of the Northwestern States through the Do­ 
minion, and urges parliament not to sanction 
a measure entailing forty millions increase of 
the public debt, and furnishing a pretext for 
excessive taxation.

W a s h in g to n , December 17th.—The easy­ 
going Senate gave the public a surprise to­ 
day by rejecting the House resolution for a 
fourteen days’ holiday recess without making 
any attempt to amend it; but the explana­ 
tion was very apparent to any spectator of 
the proceedings. 
It was a sudden disinclina­ 
tion of most of the Democratic members 
present to go on record in favor of so long a 
recess on a aye and no vote, in view of the 
fact that the Republicans were almost solidly 
voting for it, and that several of their own 
number had just warned them that the adop­ 
tion of this resolution might necessitate an 
extra bessíod, for which the country would 
hold the dominant party responsible. 
A 
motion to reconsider the vote was entered, 
however, and as the minority was very small, 
it is believed the resolution will be agreed to 
on Monday, either in its present shape or 
with the amendment already foreshadowed 
shortening the time two days. 


DELEGATE CAN SON’S SEAT IN CONGRESS. 


W a s h in g to n , December 17th.—Delegate 
Cannou, of Utah, who has four wives and a 
seat iu Congress, is not disturbed by the re­ 
ports from Utah, which represent that Gov­ 
ernor Murray will withhold his certificate 
and give it to Campbell upon the ground that 
Cannon is married too much ar.d has never 
been a legally naturalized citizen of the 
United States. 
Cannon says: 
“ I think 
the Govcruer will delay as iong as possible in 
giving me a certificate, but I doubt if he will 
give it to Campbell. No oue disputes my 
majority or the fairness of the election. The 
Governor is cnly a ministerial rfficer. 
H 
cannot judge of iny election. Tbe House is 
the only body empowered to judge of the 
election and qualifications of its own mem­ 
bers. 
Campbell will in all probability con• 
te¿;t my seat. 
He claims that I am not a le­ 
gally 
naturalized citizen of the United 
States. That que3tiou was settled by the 
Forty-fourth Congress. My seat was con­ 
tested at that time, the question of citizen­ 
ship being the principal one involved. While 
uo report on that question was ever made to 
the House, the members of the committee 
were unanimously of the opinion that I had 
been properly naturalized.”

The Star this evening 
cogently remprks on this subject that the 
people who alternately crack

grumble about Ohio in connection with the 
organization of the Supreme Court must 
either let up on Judge Woods or let go their 
hold on Chief Justice Waite and Justice 
Swayue as available material to work with. 
It says : “ Although a native of Ohio, Judge

W a s h in g to n , December 17th.—The Elec­ 
toral vote of California was delivered to Vice­

messenger of the Electoral College, who, de­ 
spite his 84 years, came alone across the con­ 
tinent for that purpose, and appeared at the 
Capital this afternoon as hearty, hale and 
erect as most men born after the close cf the 
war of 1812, in which he participated.

Washington, December 17th.—The House resolu­ 
tion for a recess from December 22d to January 5th 
was disagreed to—31 to 27. 
A motion of Burnside to adjourn to-day until 
Monday raided a gtorm of noes, and he withdrew it. 
Wallace introduced a bill for a uniform system of 
bankruptcy. 
Blaine’s resolntion, directing the Judiciary Com­ 
m ittee to inquire into the ex rediency of increasing 
the num ber of Judges of the Supreme Court to 
thirteen, was agreed to. 
The pension appropriation bill was referred to 
the Committee on Appropriations. 
The Democrats generally voted in favor of a recess, 
the Republicans generally against it. 
Consideration was resumed of the educational 
bill, and a general debate began. 
Cockrell opposed the four per cent, rate when the 
Governm ent could borrow at three. 
Ingalls said it was a question not for how little 
interest money could be borrowed, but how much 


we are willing to give a beneficent object. 
He 
would favor paying ten per cent. 
B aiby agreed to this. 
Davis would have th e whole fund expended to 
educate this generation. We were paying off the debt 
for the benefit of the future at the rate of $100,000,­ 
000 annually. 
He advocated the am endm ent of 
Teller introduced yesterday. 
Ingalls said the interest would am ount to $60,000 
per annum , not enough to buy siate pencils for the 
children of the country. 
It was idle to talk of 
curing the disease of illiteracy with $60,000 a year. 
Ever}’ illiterate man in the country was a menace 
and danger to free institutions. 
It was our right 
and duty to appropriate a large enough sum to cope 
with this danger at once. 
We owe nothing to pos­ 
terity. Posterity can take careof itself. Perhaps the 
greatest gift we can give posterity is an educated 
generation. 
Let us make a sufficient annual appro­ 
priation, leaving a future Congress to do the same if 
they see fit. 
Bailey thought the fund would grow speedily, 
and soon be large enough to meet the views of the 
Senator from 
Kansas (Ingalls) and 
those who 
thought w ith him. 
He believed it our duty to es­ 
tablish a secure, perm anent provision for the edu­ 
cation of the people. 
Morgan advocated TeWer’s proposition for a direct 
appropriation instead of a perm anent fund at in ter­ 
est. The latter would not m aterially aud to the 
present State facilities. 
McDonald advocates Teller’s amendment. 
Pendleton supported Teller’s am endm ent, and 
said he would uot carry coals to Ncwcistie by adding 
to it the forcible argum ent of the Senator from 
Kansas. 
Wc were in a crisis, owiug to the great 
increase of illiterate voters.

Ingalls, in a w itty speech, rebuked Hoar for de­ 
claring th at the bill would be useless if amended as 
proposed, and not passed as it came from the com­ 
m ittee. 
It was had taste for any Senator to assume 
th at wisdom died with him , or th at his committee 
alone could evolve a w orthy bill. When a man’s h< use 
was on fire he generally seized the nearest available 
utensil and ran to the creek to get w ater to pour on 
the flames. 
He did not set about the erection of a 
system of water works. 
The evil of illiteracy was 
present and alarm ing.

colleges scattered around the laud w ire resp -nsible 
for a very large num ber of failures in life. 
Boys 
have been taken from the plow, plane and anvil 
and sent to great cities to be poor lawyers, miserable 
doctors and wretched m inisters, until failing in 
their pursuits they degenerated into lightning rod 
peddlers and book agent*, to finally disappear be­ 
neath the earth they 1 ad incumbered while above it. 
Hoar said he had made his rem arks only because 
he feared the proposed am endm ents would defeat 
the wi&hes of those most desirous of educating the 
masses. 
The Eastern Senators had never been be­ 
hindhand in advocating measures to build up the 
West and South, though they knew all the time 
th at the balance of |>ower was steadily passing from 
New England to the other sections, and th at by 
th eir action they were hastening the transfer. 
Blaine congratul.ted the countrj- upon the final 
disappearance of the old doctrines of strict con­ 
struction, as proven by the fact th at no Democratic 
voice was raised to oppose a hill dis ributing the 
proceeds of the sale of public lands by the General 
Government.
